Madison, Wis., Aug. 20.—The three- 


fold investigation ot baggage, parlor- 
car and express rates by the Wiscon- 
sin railroad commission is practically 
concluded and Commissioner Halford 
Brickson said today that a decision in 
all three cases will be anounced short- 
ly. 


Claiming that the baggage rates in 


this state are excessive, the commer- 
cial traveling men some time ago peti- 
tioned the commission to 
direct the 


railroads to permit traveling men to 
carry the same amount of baggage as 
is allowed in Canada—300 pounds. 


The parlor-car rates in this state 


were increased over a year and a half 
ago by the railroads. 
The brief exa- 


mination of reports of parlor car car 
companies made at that time by the 
commission 
these rates 


revealed 
that 
perhaps 


were not excessive. 
In 


order to get at the basis of the com- 
plaint, the commission directed a de- 
tailed examination to be made of the

compiled show the cost of:administer- 
ing the law in every detail . in the 
state and districts for the' first six 
months. 
It shows an expenditure of 


$10,427 for the main office-and $38,668 
for all of the district offices, expenses. 
and salaries. 
This makes a total of 


$49,095. 
The tax commission claims 


that the expense of administering the 
law for the first six months is at least 
20 per cent greater than for the re- 
mainder'of the year. The highest es- 
timate for administering the law dur- 
ing the first year is fixed at $85,000.

They must avoid over-work- 
ing, getting too warm, too rich and 
heavy foods, and last but not least, 
avoid fits of anger. 


_ Diarrhoea is an effort on the part 
of Nature to rid the digestive tract 
of offending 
(poisonous) 
material. 


The frequent .foul smelling, greenish, 
slimy stool, vomiting, rise in temper- 


ature and dry, hot skin are the result 
of the absorbt.ion of. poisons from the 
undigested, decaying material in the 
intestinal tract. 


Obviously, then the thing to do is 


to begin at once to assist nature in 
her effort to rid the system of the of- 
lencling 
material. 
Castor 
oil 
or 


some other appropriate cathartic may 
be given, followed at once by a high 
enema of water at body temperature. 
The enema should be repeated after 
the oil has acted. 
Withhold all foood 


for twelve to twenty-four hours, or 
longer, depending upon the age 
of 


the baby and the severity of the at- 
tack. 
When I say withhold all food 


I mean just. that. 
Plenty of cool wa- 


ter which has previously been boiled 
must, be given. 
Barley water made 


thin, is also good at this time. 


,To make barley water: 
Take two 


tablespoons full of pear] barley; add 
one quart of water; boil six hours, 
keeping the quantity up to a quart 
by adding water. 
Strain through 


coarse boiled muslin, 
and put in an 


ice chest or cool place. 


If the skin is hot a sponging may 


he given hourly and the body cover 
ed lightly with <a thin flnanel garment. 
Re turn to normal feeding very grad- 
ually.
